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AGREES TO RELEASE AMERICANS 


Mail Clerk Is Shot By 


Train Robbers, Who 


Escape With Loot 


PITTSBURG, PA., July 30~Four bandits boarded the Manhat- 


tan limited, west-bound, on the Pennsylvania railroad at Cassandra, 
ninety miles east of Pittsburg, at 2:45 o'clock this morning and after 
wounding A. J. Lantz, a mail clerk, rifled the mail car and escaped. 


The robbery occurred between Gallitzen an4 Cassandra while 


the train was in motion,'two robbers having boarded the train when 
it stopped to drop the'helper, an engine which assists heavy passen- 
ger trains over mountain grades. 


Ordered Engineer To Stop The Train 


They climbed down over the coal in the tender and while the 


other two were at work in the mail car, ordered the engineer to stop 
the train. This he did, and at almost the same moment a series of 
shots sounded from' the mail car, which was hitched just back of the 
engine.

Two cf the bandits, upon boarding the car, ordered the seven 


clerks at work there to throw up their hands: They quickly com- 
plied and the bandits, selecting Lantz, demanded to know from him 
where the valuable mail was kept. 


Lantz told them there was no valuable mail on board, at which 


one of the bandits opened fire '<m him, shooting him through, both 
legs.

The gunman .kept the clerks covered while the other robber* 


made a quick search of the car. 
; 


Selecting a bag containing foreign registered mail he backed to- 


ward the door and calling to his companion, prepared to leave. Mean- 
time, the pair on the engine had done their work and as the train 
pulled into the little station at Cassandra they all dropped to the 
ground and disappeared in the darkness. 


Wounded Clerk Is Given First Aid 


The conductor and brakeman, running toward the engine to as- 


certain the cause of the sudden stop, encountered mail clerks pouring 
out of the car. They gave Lantz such aid as was possible and then 
took the train to Johnstown, where Lantz was removed to a hospital. 
Physicians there said his injuries were not serious. 


Federal and county authorities were quickly notified and hasten- 


ed to Cassandra, where search is bejng made for the bandits. 


They were joined later by a detail of the state police, and a 


thorough search is being made of the mountains in the vicinity of 
Cassandra. Soon after daylight they found a mail bag, evidently one 
stolen from the car. It had been slit open and the contents removed. 


Officials of the Pennsylvania railroad.here said that the robbery 


is the first of a mailtralniin the long history of the Pittsburg division. 
The Manhattan limited, which is one of the crack pawenger train* 
between Netf'Yorg and «8iicago, left New York last night at 6:05 
o'clock and arrived here 23 minutes late this morning. It was in 
charge of Conductor James Thome and Engineer 0. A. Jackson.

Eugene Sue, French novelist, was 


born in Paris in 1804. He adopted his 
father's profession of medicine, became 
a surgeon In the army and served In 
Spain in 1S23. In 1825, lie joined the 
naval service, nnd in the capacity of 
surgeon was present at the battle ot 
Navarino in 1S27.. On his father's death 
In 1829 he Inherited an Immense for- 
tune, and. having abandoned his pro- 
fession, he devoted himself to liter- 
ary composition. His lirst work wai 
a sea novel entitled "Kerhock le Pi- 
rate," which was quickly follov.-e'J by 
"Pllck et Plock," "Altar-Gull," "La 
Salamander" and "La Vlgie do Koat- 
ven." 
Later he entered tlie depart- 


ments both of historical fiction and 
the novel of "eal life. His most fam- 
•ous works are "The Mysteries of Paris" 
and "The Wanderiis Jew." lie died 
August Si 1857.
